LATEST NEWS FROM ANNAM 


Vathe Bditer of the ‘Cuixa Mar..” 


CHINAMAN, returned from a port in 

Aunam, has made certain statements 

regarding late events in that country to the 
following oftect : 

The Freneh Naval Expedition, he says, 
after capturing Tung-king, were about to 
resture the country tu the Annamese. Just 
then, however, it happened uncxpectedly 
that a certain merchant, having had a quar- 
ro] with an Adnamese official, was executed 
by the Annamese Govermment, It_is said 
that merchant was Hung Tai-luk (Ng Chi 
Lueck) who had como frum the Sonth 
(Straits) and was a British subject. After 
his execution, the Annamese vfticials said 
that they were really unaware at the time 
of the nationality of that person. But the 
French officials on the spet are said te have 
declared that it was a cage which concerned 
them, and tu havo argued that, having now 
for seven years had a Treaty with Annam 
regarding the opening of the trade route to 
Yunnan, which after all had not been open- 
ed yet, thoy had now come with their gnn- 
boats to have this matter attended to, yet, 
as Hung Tai-luk, a British subject who had ° 
in a sudden ft of insanity acted in an ex- 
traordinary manner, bad beon put to death 
by the Annamese, the probability now was 
that England would take advantage of this 
case to interfure in the whole affair ; hut 
whereas this trade route had ulready been 
taken in hand by France, which had done 
go much for it, it might now be impossible 
to prevent England using this pretext to 
interefore and diapute the route which 
would then have reverently to be offered by 
the Annamese to the English, and that 
therefore the interests of both, Avnain and 
France, had been grievously injured. 

The above statements have been made to 
ne in all cireumstantiulity, but thinking 
then: over carefully they mypear to he like 
ill-founded gossip, Hung ‘Tai-luk way but 
acomiercial adventurer, « Chinaman by 
birth, though he‘ gavo himsclf out for a 
British subject. But there is no proof 
whatever for this assertion. At the time 
the French troops were still in Tonquin, 
and tho provincial authorities of Annam 
were at the time anxiously engaged in 
guarding and protecting the country, Tai- 
luk, however, acted in such a reckless man- 
nor as to cause penple to suspect and dread 
him, go that those in charge of the peace of 
tho locality could not possibly allow hin 
to confinye his proceedings. Their action 
was therefore entirely in accordance with 
the requirements of international law. Ae 
to England, she invariably acts in an honest 
and straightforward manner and in a spirit 
of amity tawards other countries, go that 
the above suggestion is too trifling to de- | 
serve her consideration; and as to the 
French officials they certainly nover used | 
the words attributed to them as above. If 
there were, however, really such words : 
used, they bore probally Suite a different 
construction, und the probability is that 
the person who heard something of the 
sort misunderstood ‘thy purport, and thus

Others say the Chinese Government ‘is 
animated in this, matter by a desire to take 
advantage of tha aipuasl n.0f Annam and of 
the proceedings of the Black Flag Banditti 
to keep the trade route to Yunnay closed, 
This statement is even more unfounded and 
foolish than the other statements were. 
For Annam hos been a tributary of Dhing 
since time immemorial. If violence. ayd 
force should bo ysed ugaingt Annam, the 
‘probability is, jn our opinion, that Ching 
‘would assert the principles universally: ad« 
mitted as just, and proceed in a manner 
absolutely unimpeachable, ‘and it. is absurd 
to suppose she would suffer such action to 
pass unnoticed. If it is now suguested that 

lo to inter- 
fere jn tha matterand leave aemall triby 
State to-settle its own’ difficulties, suc 
8 suggestion is entirely at variance with the 
manner in which China has all along treated 
tho States tributsry to her. a
